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THE THOUGHTLESS MISUSE OF WORDS. % 

The Dope Sheet, a paper published in the interest of the Garden Burles- 
que Theater, Buffalo, wants to know why the word, “legitimate” is used in 
connection with the drama. lEefore answering we will quote the editorial, 
The Thoughtless Misuse of Words, printed in the Dope Sheet: 

“Legitimate, according to Webster, means lawful, real. 

“Why is it that the $1.50 or $2 per seat theatrical attraction is 
always referred to as the legitimate drama? Or the actor*in a com- 
bination house is called a ‘legit... What’s the other fellows—crim- 
inals? Are vaudeville and burlesque actors crooks? Are the vaude- 
ville and burlesque theatre unlawful or unreal? When it comes to 
genuine legitimacy, according to the accepted version, and from the 
standpoint of reality and merit, the vaudeville theatre of the better 
calibre offers more and better goods for the money, than the so- 
called legitimate theatre. But the best and biggest value sold to 
the public, and the most legitimate value offered by any class of 
producer, is burlesque with its big spectacular scenic production, and 
its fortune in costumes, and 35 to 40 people. And at practically one 
half the price asked by the presumably first-class theatre. If you've 
kept ‘tabs’ on theatrical matters, check up the so-called musical com- 
edy actor or star and you'll find that seven-tenths of them are grad- 
uates of the burlesque theatre, and the other three from vaudeville. 
Now, we'll sum it up! If they weren’t lawful or real performers when 
in burlesque, are they now reformed crooks?” 

Legitimate means, lawful and real; that fact is not disputed either by 
us of the Standard Dictionary, the accepted authority of the English lan- 
guage. Legitimate, however, also has another meaning i. e., 

legitimate, n. Theat. Classical tragedy usually with the definite 

article. 


If originally, legitimate meant classical tragedy, it is easy to see how its 
use may have broadened to mean drama in general. No one will dery that 
drama and tragedy are closely related, while it would require a big stretch 
of one’s imagination to think of a juggler, or legerdemainist or burlesque 
chorus girl, as being a tragedian. Used in a theatrical sense the rd, legiti- 
mate, in no way offends the dignity of the vaudevil perform’, ‘oe circus 
clown, or the burlesque comedian; its use is, therefore. legitimate. Since the 
editor of the Dope Sheet wishes to discuss “The Thoughtless Misuse of Words,” 
we feel called upon to offer for his benefit the od saw, “Practics what you 
preach.” Referring to the second paragraf of his editurial, we find this 
jarring ingrammaticism: ‘What's the other fellows—crooks:” The verb IS 
in the contraction “What's” is singular, and the, subject, “fellows” is plural. 
Digging deep into our memory, visions of nouns, verbs, pronouns, adjectives, 
and so forth—visions of school day horrors—flit to and fro, and from the 
long, dead past and nearly forgotfen school-day knowledge of things gram- 
matical, we recall the rule: “A verb must agree with its subject in person 
and number.” * 

Other errors in construction are manifest in the Dope Sheet, but for all 
of that, however, the Dope Sheet is a newsy little paper, and its editor is to 
be commended for agitating certain necessary reforms. 


THINGS YOU SHOULD KNOW. 


The Musical Age in its edition of December 21 carried a news story with 
an Indianapolis date line to the effect that an analytical chemist had discovered 
acteria in music rolls purchased from Indianapolis music houses which con- 
duct circulating music roll libraries. The story does not state the names of 
the contaminated pieces, but we venture the supposition that the rolls were 
reproductions of smutty songs. Some of the songs which have come to our 
notice lately, not only need sterilizing; absolute extirpation would be advis- 
ble. By the way, have any of you, readers, noticed that since The Billboard 
tarted its campaign against suggestiv songs, there have been fewer of this 
sind offere for sale? And did you know that a certain publisher in an East- 
ern city changed the title of a song after The Billboard had printed an edito- 
tial condemnation of its filthiness? 


EVERYBODY’S DOING IT. 


Taking up for discussion the present tendency of the general public to 
write plays, Scribner’s Magazine in an article, ‘““‘The Point of View,” said: 
“The witty person who remarked that the correct form of nation- 
al salutation for an American at thé presentshould be, ‘““How goes 
the fourth act of your play?’ might also have observed that the in- 
terest in dramatic things that has of late become so noticeable is 
throwing some curious side-lights on American characteristics. No 
one who has had the opportunity of knowing is in doubt as to the 
genuineness and, at certain points, the almost comical intensity of 
the interest. Evanston, Ill., and Boston and Cambridge, Mass., may 
be as unlike as one chooses in some respects, but they are quite alike 
in the ambient in which their dramatic leagues have their being. 
Those young men, usually with portfolios under their arms, who may 
be seen attending en masse some ‘special performance’ of a play with 
‘modern’ tendencies, and who make their professional and technical 
comments between the acts, are, east and west, brothers under the 
skin. They suggest something new in the air. They give the feel- 
ing that those enthusiasts may be truthful prophets who foresee a 
period of great dramatic achievement for the American people. 
Not that it need be so. There was a time in England, when every- 
body ‘made music,’ just as, in certain places, everybody now, with 
us, appears to be writing a play. Yet England, while it still pro- 
duces probably the largest proportionate number of persons prepared 
to sing (mostly badly) on every occasion, never has supplied a great 
musical genius to the world. Whether or not the analogy be dis- 
couraging for the American drama, what seems to be clear is that 
we may come to a measure of national self-realization through our 
making of American plays, such as our novels, somehow, have al- 
ways failed to give us.” 


PRESSAGENTING RELIGION. 


Now that publicity promoting has become a science, its needs are be- 
coming more and more recognized by all lines of business endeavor. For 
some time, in fact, ever since the art of printing and publishing has been 
in existence, various methods of breaking*mto print have been adopted by 
those who love notoriety. Theaters, circuses, fairs, parks, in short all forms 
of amusements recognized long ago the need of proper publicity promotion; 
hotels, railroads, steamship lines, ete., ad.infinitum, .employ expert press 
agents. Heretofore the churches have contented themSelves by occasionally 
contributing to the news of the day in the newspapers, thru some explosion 
of its ministry. Now comes a minister in Joliet, Ill, who believes churches 
should advertise their wares, the same as other business or professions. An 
item in an Illinois newspaper last week printed the following editorial: 

“Rev. T. DeWitt Tanner is a minister of Joliet, Ill. He told the 
ministerial association the other day that every church should ad- 
vertise in the newspapers and employ a press agent, and all the men 
of God present agreed that it is impossible to build up a congregation 
without newspaper advertising. Billy Sunday is one conspicuous in- 
stance of the benefit to be derived by pursuing a definite system. 

Billy acknowledges himself that his efforts to snatch people from 

the pit would be ineffectual if the newspapers did not back up his 

effort. The church is as much dependent on advertising as any other 
business enterprise” 

The argument may be advanced by the supporters of this movement that 
twentieth century progress calls for advancement in the church as well as 
in business. Fine. A logical way to deduce. However, it may be pointed 
cut to Rev. DeWitt, and those who support him, that the same liberal minded- 
ness which allows such a radical departure, and permits mixing printer’s ink 
with religion, should go a step further. Why not allow the theaters the 
privilege of doing their own pressagenting? Some of these days some actor 
will tell from the stage what he knows about ministers in general. If, goaded 
by continued abuse, the stage should ultimately adopt retaliatory measures, 
we expect to see some very interesting, yes, indeed, some very, very interest- 
ing reading matter in the newspapers.

New York, Dec. 31 (Special to The Billboard). 
—Monday evening's opening of Eva, the new 
Franz Lebar opera, at the New Amsterdam 
Theater, found an audience already trained to 
understand the famous composer's melodies and 
mildly anticipating sometbing more or less sen- 
sational in the book, taken from the German 
by Glen MacDonough, who has a reputation for 
writing clever books, most of them having been 
prepared in collaboration with Victor Her- 
bert In the good old days. 

But the only melody the audience found worth 
taking away was a certain waltz already in- 
flicted upon the habitues of cabarets thruout 
Greater New York. The other numbers seemed 
to fall below Lehar’s standard. The story of 
the play, telling the worries, temptations, and 
ultimate triumfs of a working girl, did not 
seem to fit Sallle Fisher, or Sallie Fisher didn't 
seem to fit it. At any rate, no great hit was 
made. 

The critics sum their judgments as follows: 

New York Times: ‘“‘In the more dramatic 
music Lehar has shown that he knows that 
time is advancing, even in operetta. Eva says 
‘Yes,’ In the first act, to discords that Schoen- 
berg might have been proud to have written. 
The librettists, however, seem to have forgotten 
that times are not what they once were. The 
plot is simple."’ 

New York Tribune: ‘Franz Lehar seems to 
be gradually declining in power since the days 
of his great Merry Widow-hood. His Count of 
Luxembourg was pleasing, but had neither the 
dash nor the swing of the Widow. Hva lets us 
down still more from the dizzy heights of ro- 
mance to which we tossed by the Vilja song. 
the waltz, the coaxing Maxim tune and all the 
rest of them in that remembered craze that 
struck New York some five years ago. Eva 
sounds like nothing so much as a collection of 
left-over tunes thrown together to make a mu- 
sical comedy for the provinces.”’ 

The New York Press: ‘‘The score {fs full of 
melodies that would carry any book to success 
At times, the action drags and the audience be- 
comes restless, but, on the whole Eva is some- 
thing wholly novel and ont of the ordinary.” 

The Evening Mail: ‘‘During the progress of 
Eva the stage frequently swarms with a strik- 
ingly gowned chorus, selected with discrimina- 
tion and a good eye. With what the costames 
alone cost It would be easy to outfit three aver- 
age productions. But aside from these virtues, 
we found Eva rather disappointing. There seemed 
to be a sorry lack of humor, both fn the verse 
that was sung and the lines that were spoken 
The cast is without a comedian of standing, and 
the story. while pretty enongh in Itself, is 
hardly sufficient as entertainment to bear the 
burdens of the evening.”’

The cast of the play is excellent and it would 
have been a difficult matter to have brought to- 
gether a more capable lot of actors for this 
particular task, Gertrude Quinlan has the most 
important role and has thoroly mastered it. 
Tim Murphy is perfectly cast. The remainder 
of the cast is excellent, 

The Irish fair is obviously introduced as a bit 
of color and to make an excuse for the Irish 
songs and dances that fill the scene but it is 
really the touch par excellence in the play that 
gives it its atmosfere. The Kerry grove, the 
colleens, gossoons and the athletic contests, fizs 
and reels are capital,

NEW MATERIAL AND 
BOOKING MANAGERS 


Story of Crying Need of New Vaudevil Material and Utter 
Indifference With Which Booking Managers Meet 
Efforts of Persons Who Would Offer Innovations 


By CHAS. 


A young man came down to New York from 
Pennsylvania with $10,000 and a desire to make 
money. He fell in with a well-known musical 
comedy director of the younger school. The 
director knows how to put on musical numbers 
as is witnessed by the fact that he is kept con- 
tinually working by one good producer or an- 
other at a fat salary. Seeing a chance to get 
started for himself he declined all salaried offers 
for his services and opened up offices in con- 
junction with the Pennsylvania man. The big 
idea—vaudevil productions. 

Thinking that good material is readily salable, 
they went right to work and laid out the neat 
sum of $5,427 for scenery, properties, electrical 
effects and costumes. They were a methodical 
pair and kept a strict account of expenditures. 

A well-known comedian was engaged as the 
featured member of the prospectiv act. Minor 
people and choristers were secured to the number 
of 17 and four weeks were put in at rehearsals. 
By dint of much running back and forth py 
both the Pennsylvanian and the director, a week 
out of town was secured for the new act at a 
figure which covered about 40 per cent of the 
salary list. The Pennsylvanian was game and 
dug into the bank roll for fares, excess and the 
balance needed to pay the company. 

The opening came. There was no one on hand 
from the booking offices. Several minor faults 
were discovered in the act—all of them easily 
remediable—but on the Monday snap judgment 
of a $25 a week house manager, the act was 
damned. 

The offering was brought back into New York: 
another high-priced stage director was called 
in and later the act was bookt for another en- 
gagement. The salary this time was larce 
enough to allow the net loss on the week to 
fall a trifle below $600. The Pennsylvanian 
dug again and the act opened in such shape as 
to bring good returns at the box-office. Still 
pobody from the booking office to see of- 
fering. 

Agent after agent had been approacht with a 
view to the proper handling of the act's book- 
ings. The agent, oftener harder to see than the 
president of a big corporation, when finally 
reacht, would show a woeful lack of interest. 
He would ‘‘see what could be done:"’ ‘‘see me 
again,’’ and when seen again—‘‘see me later in 
the week,"’ and so on, until, growing tired of 
being stalled, the owners of the new offering 
would go to another agent where the same pro 
gram would be repeated. 

Anyone who has tried to hold a vaudevil com 
pany together knows that the job is no sinecure, 
even when the company is working. Judge then 
the task of holding together a laying-off com 
pany. Nevertheless with the expenditure of 
much energy, the use of diplomacy worthy of a 
better cause, and the advancing of monies, the 
seemingly impossible was done for several weeks. 

_ Here was a magnificent production, with 
clever people, a number of novelties worthy of 
a Broadway musical comedy and not a booker 
whose interest could be enlisted. 

Finally outside influences were brought to 
bear. One of New York's most prominent ten 
per centers had been seen and had promised to 
look the act over. He would not, however, agree 
to get an opening for the offering. That left 
it up to the owners to get an opening close 
enough to New York, not to, too greatly in- 
conveniece the ten per center. This was at a 
time nine weeks after the first rehearsal. 

A Sunday night was secured—at no salary— 
and the producers by this time wondering if 
next they would not be asked to pay in order to 
be allowed to work; but before the Sunday came 
the leading woman quit the cast for another and 
surer job, and was replaced by a chorus girl 
understudy: a counle of the choristers departed. 
the comedian contracted a very heavy cold and 
when the act was finally shown it was about 30 
per cent as efficient as during the first week it 
played, 

Even so, it was far from being bad. The 
agent, an acknowledged judge of vaudevil ma- 
terial, saw splendid possibilities; but it was 
then too late. The company had enough and 
with another week's lay off In prospect they 
came out flat footed and quit. 

The scenery, by far the handsomest seen In 
vaudevil, went to the storeroom; the costumes 
and trunks were sold for a song and are now 
in use on the small time: the director went 
back to his salaried work and the Pennsylvanian 
went home, a sadder, poorer but wiser man.

HAMMERSTEIN SUED. 


New York, Jan 5 (Special to The Billboard).

Hammer- 
stein claims that the advance was not a 
loan, but a gift by the financier to nay the de- 
ficit of the opera season. He also claims that 
the financier’s failure tc deny a statement in 
regard to his generosity to which Mr. Hammer- 
stein in a speech attributed the continuance of 
the opera season is virtually an acknowledgment 
that the advance was a gift and not a loan. The 
opera season at that time was closed on account 
of a street car strige and it was later re-opened 
at the instance of Mr. Stotesbury, who, being 
interested in the street car company, feared that 
the closing of the opera because of the strike 
would have a moral effect on the people of the 
Quaker City. He promised, it is said, to meet 
apy deficit incurred by the re-opening up to $40, 
000 and the payment of the amount named was 
simply made in accordance with his promise. 
The case is being tried before Justic Mayer in 
the United States District Court.

This is nothing less 
than the incorporation of a million and a half 
company to build, equip and tour the seas, visit- 
ing the ports of the world with a 12,000-ton 
ship to be named Noah’s Ark, which will carry 
side shows and a complete menagerie, aquaripm 
and aviary. These will not be shown on land 
but on the deck of the Ark. An arena is to 
be provided on the deck of this extraordinary 
craft seated for close on 8,000 persons, and ar 
ranged as a three-ring circus with a swimming 
tank for aquatic stunts and numerous other 
novelties. When ready for sea the ship will be 
in appearance just an ordinary large freighter, 
except that there will be no funnels, these being 
got out of the way by the installation of Diesel 
motors, oil-consuming engines of relativly recent 
invention that are being used with great success 
on cargo ships of about the size of the Ark. 

We can see that the notion is one with great 
possibilities. As the booklet shows there are 
enough harbors that the Ark will be able to 
enter to make it quite probable that a show can 
be given 300 nights a year, and keep at it five 
or six years without having to go back a second 
time to any stand. Much is made of the cheap- 
ness of water transportation, the care of prop- 
erties and performers possible: where these are 
well housed: and» ewery> comfort providéd even to 
hospital arrangements being in the plan. There 
can be no question as to the novelty of the 
idea. Noah’s Ark, superbly decorated, brilllantly 
lit, carrying such a show as otherwise could 
never be taken into many of the stands made, 
should draw capacity crowds. The descriptiv 
booklet is a crackerjack. Its literary, artistie 
and typografical turn-out is first-class and make 
it very interesting reading. . It .looks.to us as 
tho the show business is about to have a new 
sfere opened up and find its way hereafter over 
the waters as well and as profitably as over 
the land. Perhaps one of the results will be the 
development of a sailor circus man. Here is 
surely a chance for Jack to cover himself with 
new laurels. The Ark will call for about 400 
artists of all sorts, and we imagine that there 
will be no difficulty in getting a high-class 
troupe in line.

The dressing reoms, which wil] be con 
structed in a separate fire-proof annex, will be 
roomy and will be fitted with hot and cold water 
plumbing, baths and showers. The agditorium.

The plags for the 
new house have been prepared by Geole Kiest 
er, a well-known New York architect, while the 
contracting for the construction has been placed 
with the Security Construction Company.

Peculiar Situation Existing in the World of Music Indicates 
That a More or Less Friendly War, With Wits as 
the Weapons, is Imminent Among the Job- 
bers — What’s What in Music 


New York, Jan. 2 (Special to The Billboard), 
—If present indications may be taken as a 
eriterion of future events there should be a 
merry jobbers’ war in Music Row before the 


season '13 is well under way. Not the kind of 
a jobbers’ war to which the followers of the 
music game have become accustomed thru the 


years, but an entirely novel one, based on condi 
tions which mever before existed in the world 
xf wusic. Nor will it be a war based on ill-will 
and the desire to annihilate that usually cbar 
acterizes war in all lines of endeavor. Instead. 
it will be a more or less friendly and certainly 
humorous affair. It will be a war of wits be- 
tween the jobbers who have embarkt in the 
music publishing business on their own hooks in 
order to gather in some of the shekels which In- 
dependent publishers have amassed in the past.

The situation is very peculiar. Nearly every 
jobber of any importance has a far from platonic 
nterest in a music publishing concern, most of 
which bear names distinctly different from the 
jobbing houses from which they emanate. On 
the other hand, many wusic publishers who do 
not fall into the classification of jobbers control 
chains of subsidized retail stores. This makes 
it appear as if every house of any importance

PARIS 


There ¢an be no doubt about it and this is no 
place for delusions. Kismet failed to make the 
sane impression here as it did among Anglo 
Saxons. 


There is something eminently appealing, so 
far as the people of England and the United 
States are concerned, in this simple story of 


the East. The appeal is far less here than in 
either of those countries. On the other hand the 


scenery made a big impression, genuine applause 
xreeting the picture upon the rise of each cur- 
tain. 

The French version of Edward Kuaoblauch’s 


Oriental piece was done by that very clever 
writer, Jules Lemaitre, a man versed in legends 
of the East and one who is in every way cap- 
able of the task set before him. And the players 
headed by Lucien Guitry, one of the very finest 
artists playing in French, are entirely adequate. 
But there was just that ‘“‘something’’ lacking, 
to the French mind, which keeps the production 
from being a big hit. - 

Perhaps that 
I do not 


“something’’ was prejudice, tho 
make the charge. I merely state that 


that ‘“‘something’’ exists. The scenery, made in 
France, was applauded; the acting, by French 
artists, was prodounced perfect; the adaptation, 


by Lemaitre, was praised at great length. Only 
the play itself, the plot, the story, failed to im 
press, and the story came from a strange land. 

The play was produced this week at the The- 
ater Surah Bernhardt after missing fire on sev 
eral previous dates. The last postponement-— 
from Monday night unti! the following Tuesday 

Was perhaps unavoidable, as the stage hands 
struck—along with a few thousand other General 
Confederation Of Labor men thruout France, in an 
anti-war movement—thus forcing M. Guitry to 
accept the following night as the date of his 
premiere. 

M. Guitry’s portrayal of Haji is certainly one 
of the best things he has done. His make-up 
Was perfect: he was artistic to the tips of his 
fingers. From his first snore on the stones ip 
the street, to his last in the same spot at the 
end of the play. his acting was superb, his pie 
ture of the Eastern man being on a par with 
that of Otis Skinner—a very high compliment. 

M. Capellani, as Caliph; M. Castillon, as Man 
sour; M. Henr ou, as the latter’s black follower; 
Mile, Jeanne Marsinah, all kept 
within the picture with a perfection worthy of 
sincere praise. 

However, Kismet is not the success here that 
it was in the States.

This they agreed to and a more 
quiet peanut gallery was never seen before in 
the history of the theater.

gradual working out of several plans, the good 
being retained from each, At the present time, 
however,«there is small attempt being made to 
get new ideas and material into vaudevil. 

Edw. V. Darling, who is the chief booker for 
the Keith Theaters, has a plan that is a good 
start, but Mr. Darling is too much concerned in 
the proper booking of the Keith theaters to 
give the plan the attention that it must have 
in order to bear anything like geod general 
results. 

Mr. Darling is going to have a series of try- 
out matinees before an audience of booking men. 
With his prestige Mr. Darling ean, in all prop- 
ability, get that lukewarm person to attend, 
but there aren't 15 per cent of the booking man- 
agers capable of judging an act showing without 
audience. If these 15 per cent can be induced 
to attend the special performances, and then are 
strong enough to have thelr opinions adopted 
by the other 85. the scheme will work out 
nicely. It will, in any event work out to the 
advantage of the Keith interests and that is 
Mr. Darling’s chief lookout, But can a pro 
ducer go to the expense of a production for the 
work that Mr. Darling can give him? 

The scheme is the best that has been put for- 
ward yet but it doesn’t begin to cover the sit 
uation, 

An audience is a necessary adjunct 
proper presentation of any vaudevil 
The managers, without exception, will not take 
a chance on new material, and as sald above 
they are right from a personal standpoint. 

Rut let all of them, or the United Booking 
Offices, get behind a theater for showing pur- 
poses only. Make every act, no matter the 
sanding, show new material in this house. Let 
every booking man see every act at least twice 
during the week it is showing. Put a competent, 
a really competent, high-grade man in as house 
manager, to weed out the very bad on Monday. 
Make the salary for the acts a nominal one. 
So much per person no matter if that persona be 
a headliner or a $50 a week actor. Don't deviate 
from the set sum. Everyone has to show new 
material and the average actor would be will- 
ing to show for a nominal sum, with the con 
sequent advantage In quick action and bookings

bave novelty shops all over New York, where 
their sheet music is featured, control Hillman’s 
department store in Chicago, and a chain of 


other gold-mine,.music establishments. 


The Globe stores are controlled by the Water 
8on-Berlin-Suyder Publishing Company and have 
had a remarkably pro=~perous time of it for sev 
eral seasons, because of the world wide hits put 
out by this publishing house. 


With so many publishers interested in “he 
“left hand’’ end of music production some in 
teresting situations should develop. Some on 
beard of things have already taken shape. For 
instance, a basis of exchange has been establisht 
between some of these firms, by virtue of which 
music is mutually boosted on presumably rival 
counters. in addition to this, there is a sympa 
thetic, financial interest, carefully concealed, 
between some of these concerns, which may de 
velop into a gigantic ‘“‘Popular music trust."’ 
But, for very obvious reasons, no mention wa 
as yet be made of this peculiar alliance of in 
teresis. 


If each of the jobber publishers produces an 
independent hit, a very interesting situation wil. 
result, as subsidized counters will as8ume a 
communal aspect never before seen. But, if 
one or more ‘“‘fall down’’ in the endeavor, the 
sympathetic connection alluded to will be re 
veaied to the careful observer. who will find 
food for wonderment ia the fact that songs that 
are not hits will be prominently displayed, be- 
cause of trade agreements Perhaps the war 
anticipated will &e a gigantic joke, with a basis 
eof that spirit of brotherly love which results from 
a business agreement religiously observed.

FOREIGN VOCALISTS WHO HAVE VISITED 
THIS COUNTER 


By B. D. M. Eaton, 


The first o vocalist to visit the United 
States was Mme. Malibran (Felicia Garcia) in 
1830. She sang at the Bowery Theater, New 
York City, as there were opera houses in the 
city at that time, and altho she sang in Italian, 
she proved to be a great success. 

The next opera singer to visit us was Mile. 
Schneider (La Belle Helene, of Paris). She 
was born in Bordeaux. France, in 1835, and 
was the Queen of Opera Bouffe in that country 
from 1850 to 1900, and was the first French act- 
ress to sing as The Grand Duchess of Geral 
stein, La Belle Helene and Blue Beard. Her 
last appearence was in Paris, June 15, 1912. 
when she sang for the benefit of the orphans, 
at Bagatelle, France. During ber reign as an 
opera favorite she sang before twelve crowned 
heads, and Melibac, Helvey and Affenbach wrote 
operas for her. She had just returned to her 
home in Antevel, France, when called upon to 
sing for the orphans, June 19, 1912. 

These two fermomenal successes in 1830 and 
1845. induced P. T. Barnum to offer Jenny Lind 
(the Swedish Nightingale) $50,000, to visit the 
United States for a concert tour in 1850. As 
there was no opera house in which to present 
her, Barnum rented Castle Garden and remod 
eled it for a concert hall. Jenny Lind went as 
far East as Boston, and West to St. Louis, and 
the receipts for her concerts amounted to $712. 
000, and Barnum paid her $50,000, and ail ex- 
penses. She did not sing in opera in this 
country and her voice, which was a mellow 
soprano of great flexibility, was sald to range 
from b to g. There was such a demand for 


tickets for her concert at Castle Garden, New 
York, that Assian E. Dodge paid $625 for first 
choice of seats. She sang every night for « 
week at Castie Garden, and when she came 
West she sang at Wyman's Hall, which was 
situated just opposite the Court House on 
Market Street in St. Louls, Mo. 

Mme, Albani came over to New York In 
1835, and visited Boston, Philadelphia, Cincio 
nati, St. Louls and New Orleans. Her voice 
was pronounced to be of glorious quality and 
her engagement was a very successful one. 

The “Queen of all Vocalists," as far as 
sweetness of voice and good taste are concerned, 
Was shown by Adelina Patti born in Madrid, 
Spain, February 10, 1843. She came to New 
York for the first time in 1859, and sang ar 
Tripler Hall. After visiting New York anda 
our leading cities several times, she returned 
to Burope and married the Marquis de Caux and 
settled down at a castle In Wales to enjoy the 
earnings of her life. Most of our lovers of 
vocal music will remember Patti for her sing- 
ing Home Sweet Home and The Last Rose or 
Summer and for singing these two songs she re- 
ceived $5,000. Her brother Car! (violinist) was 
well known in St. Louls and married Nully 
Pieris. who was a prominent Italian vocalist of 
1880-82. 


In writing about musical expression, the 
writer would state that there is a charm, a 
euphony about the Italian language that seems 
to harmonize with the words, that attunes it 
self to the vocal organs. It is difficult to iu 
duce Italian vocalists to sing in English. Take 
Caruso, Brignoli and Malibran. There is a 
flute-like tone to Italian music which seems w 
fit the sentiment or environments. Swedish !s 
the most difficult language to learn (for an 
American to express). almost as difficult as 


elsh. 

In 1855 James K, Hackett brought over the 
two famous Italian vocalists of Covent Garden 
Opera House (London) and toured the principal 
cities. Their names were Glula Grisi and Sigoor 
Mario. Their receipts were $330,000, and Man 
ager Hackett cleared about $50,000 on their con 
certs. 

Another American manager brought over 5 
French Opera Company from Paris, with Mile 
Lambele as prima donna. They sang The Grand 
Duchess of Gerolstein, at De Bars Theater on 
Pine Street in 1867. 

Mme. Geistenger appeared with a German 
Opera Company at Pope’s Theater in 1880 pre 
senting Boccacio. Mme. Geistinger took the ti 
tle role and made a great hit. and we are sori» 
we have forgotten the names of her company 
———. the soprano. 

Kate Castleton made a great hit at the Lon 
don Music Hall, and came over to the United 
States In 1880, with a judiciously selected com 
pany. Her manager's name was Mackey. an! 
he presented his protege to great advantage as 
prima donna, in The Pretty Performer, The 
Queen's Lace Handkerchief and Nanon. 

Marie Louise Alboni visited St. Louis im 1855 
with a full Italian company, under the direc- 
torship of Col, Mapleson. They visited our 
principal cities presenting I! Trovatore, Car- 


men, La Sonambula and Lucia di Lammermoor. 
Her volce was of glorious quality, and as she 
was a high liver, this exprest itself in her ap- 
pearance and she became too fleshy te appear 
to advantage. 


Pauline Lucca was one of the most popular of 
the Italian opera singers and visited us in 1870. 
85. She is reported to have sung in 50 dif- 
ferent operas or musical sketches in Berlin, 
London, Vienna, Dresden, Prague, Petersburg 
and the United States. She was an Austrian 
by birth (born of Italian parents) in 1841. 

Gabriel Travazente, a famous Swedish vocal. 
ist, visited New York in 1909, and came as far 
West as Milwaukee, 

Ninon Duclos proved so popular in Paris that 
an opera was written for ber called Nanon. It 
was sung at the St. Louls Grand Opera House 
in b 

Sinis Reeves, the famous English tenor, came 
over to New York in 1880, and sang in New 
York. Boston and Philadelphia. 

Zellie De Lusan was born in New York City. 
of Italian parents, and sang with the Boston 
Opera Company for several seasons. One of her 
popular hits was made as Musette in La Bo- 
heme. She is now touring with a vaudevil com- 


any. 

“ Flaine de Selem was a French contralto, who 
made her first appearance in comic opera in 
Paris at the Opera Comique Theater, 

Valle Valli, who appeared as Franzi, in The 
Waltz Dream, ie an English girl, and will tour 
the vaudevil houses next season. 

Zelda Sequin was of foreign birth and organ 
ized a company in New York to tour the West 
and South. 

Emily Soldene, whose death Is reported in tac 
late papers, came over to this country in 188° 
and toured the United States with an excellent 
company, presenting the Grand Duchess of Ger- 
olstein, the Pretty Performer, Nanon and the 
Queen's Lace Handkerchief. Emily Soldene 
was 72 at her death, which occurred a few 
weeks ago in England. 

The Richings Opera Company appeared in St 
Louis in 1856-7 in two musical sketches, The 
Daughter of the Regiment and The Old Guard. 
both French musical sketches. Miss Richin 
was a good vocalist and her father made a nob 
looking “Old Guard’’ (French), altho both were 
born In England. 

The first English Opera Company to visit us 
was in 1856 and was called the Pyne and Har 
rison Company (Louise Pyne, William Harrison, 
William Carleton and the Peake Brothers, with 
a full chorus). This was the first company ® 
present The Bohemian Girl with William Har 
rison, as Thaddeus of Warsaw; William Carie 
ton, as the Count; Louise Pyne, as the Rohe 
mian Girl, and William Pyne as Devil's Hoof 
They brought a fine chorus with them which won 
them much praise wherever they showed. They 
also appeared in Montana and Carrie Perkins 
sang In the Mansions of the Blest, and Louise 


Pyne sang The Last Rose of Summer, in 
Martha. 

Some of these a vocalist’s names are 
puzzling (as to thelr nationality). Take the 


exse of Mme. Emma Albani. She was born at 
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amblay (near Montreal, Canada) in 1851. 
‘er maiden name was Le Jeunnessee and her 
ents were French Canadians. She was sent 
he Notre Dame Convent to be educated, ana 
sisters soon noticed that she attempted to 

g with the choir of the Convent Chapel, and 

e Bishop's attention was called to the clear- 
aess (or beauty) of her voice. The Bishop 
visited ber parents to congratulate them oun 
the treasure they had in their daughter, and 
offered to give her a musical education in 
France and Italy. The young Miss studied un- 
ler Dupres in Paris, and Lanperit at Milan. 
italy. After Mme. Albani had finished her 
musical education, she made her debut in the 
leading role of La Sonambula, at the Pergola, to 
Florence, and soon after went to London to ging 
at the Covent Garden Theater in 1872. Her 
varents moved to Albany, N. Y., and it was 
spout this time that she assumed the name of 
a!bani She has since sung in all the leading 
*itles of the United States and Europe and was 
« great favorite wherever she sang. 

The famous Iima De Murska changed her 
name four times before she settied as Mrs, Hil 

( New York City. She started as a choir singer 
in a Catholic Church in New York City, and 
was afterwards welcomed as a vocalist by the 
royal families of European cities. 

There has been two prominent Italian vocalists 
samed Cavaliere since 1761. Mme, Katherine 
Cavalieri wag born at Vienna in 1761 and made 
ber first appearance in Vienna in the opera, Don 
Giovann!, May 17, 1788.

Likewise the character of wife 
is very exacting. but Alice Wilson has conquered 
ite difficulties This is a sketch that if sub 
mitted to mediocre hands would fall flat and 
descend to the realms of burlesone or farce, vet 
with the Itnspiring work of Thompson as the 
lawyer to serve as a guide and standard, there 
is no opportunity to fall in the realization of 
every ounce of inherent worth 

A change is now made to the songstress, Alma 
Youlitn, tn a repertoire of songs. Alma knows 
how to sing and renders You're My Baby more 
delectably than the reviewer ever heard it 
warbled forth The cantatrice wears a most 
exquisit gown thruout the entire number. Per- 
haps she feels that the beauty of this garment 
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makes up for the omission of a change, but there 
is every reason to believe that at least une 
more gown for the last two songs of her number 
would take better with the audience. 

In the fifth position John E. Henshaw and 
Grace Avery present their before-seen vehicie, 
Strangers in a Strange Flat.
